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WSDOT Selects Kiewit Construction for I-405 Kirkland Nickel Improvement
Project

-Construction set to begin one year ahead of schedule

OLYMPIA — The [-405 Corridor Program embarked on its first construction contract funded by the 2003
“Nicket Gas Tax" program, receiving a best value proposal for the Kirkland Nickel Improvement Project
Stage 1 from Kiewit Construction partnered with DMUM Harris and Perteet.  The announcement was made
today in Olympia, and the design-build contract is estimated at $47.5 million. Construction activities are
scheduled to begin in late 2005, one year ahead of schedule.

Ahead of schedule and on budget, the project is the first of four Nickel improvement Projects on [-405 to
begin construction. The 2003 Washington State Legislature approved $485 million in funding for -405
Nickel Improvement Projects in Kirkland (Stage 1 and 2), Bellevue and Renton. The 2005 Washington
State Legislature approved $372 million for 11 additional proiects in Bothell, Kirkland, Bellevue, Renton and
Tukwila. These projects create a $1.5 billion program that is part of a Master Plan to address congestion

and improve traffic flow for cars and transit on 1-405.

The Stage 1 Kirkland Project focuses on the section between NE 85 Street to NE 124 Street. This project
adds a new lane in each direction, and re-builds the NE 116" Street interchange to an innovative design

allowing traffic to move more efficiently.

“ Kirkland has consistently worked with WSDOT on 1-405 visioning and planning and we are pleased to see
the first Nickel Improvement Project come to fruition in our area,” stated Kirkland Mayor, MaryAlyce
Burleigh. “This project complements Sound Transit's Totem Lake Freeway Station Project at NE 1282 to
provide much-needed congestion relief in the north 1-405 corridor.”

“The Kirkland Nickel Improvement Project is a major milestone marking the first investment from the $1.5
billion in currently-funded 1-405 corridor projects,” says Craig Stone, WSDOT Project Director, “These
investments are on par with successful major highway design-build projects in Denver (T-REX) and Salt
Lake City (I-15) - both also constructed by Kiewit.

The 1-405 Kirkland Nickel Project is WSDOT's fourth Design-Build procurement (the first three were the SR
500 Project in Vancouver, Wash., Tacoma Narrows Bridge Project in Tacoma, Wash., and i-5 Everatt
Freeway Expansion and HOV Project in Everett, Wash.). Kiewit Construction is the contractor for the

Tacoma Narrows Bridge Project.
